The United States fiarther informs the Court that the existence of any prior conviction for a 
felony drug offense as defined by Title 21, United States Code, Section 802(44), may subject the 
defendant to enhanced penalties under Title 2 1 , United States Code, Sections 846 and 84 1 (b)( 1 )(A).

The existence of one prior qualifying drug conviction subjects the defendant to a sentence of not less 

than 20 years imprisonment nor more than life under count one of the pending indictment.
